LETTER FROM DOUGLAS. 

Mr. Eprror,—Having just returned from a trip 
over the Douglas and Pemberton Portages I beg 
to inform travellers that intend going to Cariboo 
that they will find the Douglas Portages all that 
is desired. 1 was pleased. to learn on\my way to 
Douglas that Mr. Joseph L. Smith, the well 
known and popnlar host of the 29-Mile House 
on the. Douglas Portage, was to start aline of 
stages.immediately, and from the well known 
character of Mr. Smith travellers may rely on 
punctuality and dispatch. It .is rumored ‘here 
that so soon as the steamer Lillooet is repaired 
passengers will get through tickets from New 
Westminster to Lillooet for $5, so look out boys 
and travel on the Donglas Route. Local news 
hereabont is very scarce, owing no doubt to the 
prolonged fine weather we have had, which has 
allowed traders and merchants to set to work 
aitd make ample preparations for the spring trade. 
A new branch of business seems to be springing 
up here. Messrs. Smith and D, Robertson have 
put up over 1200 tons of ice, which no- doubt 
will find its way to your city to soothe the feel- 
ings of those who delight in brandy smashes and 
sherry cobblers. 

In my last letter I omitted to infurm you of 
an important fact up here, viz., that there are 
quite a number of Chinamen on the Douglas Por- 
tage mining on the banks of the Lillooet River, 
and are muking quite a good thing of it. At 
the Ten Mile House Iam told by Mr.,Perret 
they average $3 50 per day to the hand, and at 
all the other mining camps alung the river they 
seem to be doing equally well. It is rather as- 
tonishing that the unlucky Cariboo miners. do 
not pitch into these river diggings in the lower 
country ; diggings averaging $3 50 or even $3
